Mqdel Prisoner While »t 
Michigan City. 


Marvin Kuhus, the desperado, has an 


eighteen-year-old brother, John, who is 
serving five years in the penitentiary 
now, and of course he takes a lively 
interest in Marvin's escapades. John 
is a green, raw-boned spriutltng, and 
reminds the prison people very forcibly 
of the desperate Marvin when he first 
appeared there as a candidate for the 
stripes on June 11, 1884. 
He was 


seventeen years of age, and along with 
him was that veteran horse thief, John 
Howell, who led Kuhns into trouble for 
the first time, and is no doubt respon- 


8ible in a large measure for the fellow's 
subsequent career of crime. 
Enhus 


received five yean and Howell seven 
years. 


The prison records show that there 


never was a more docile and model con- 
vict oonfiied there than this same Mar- 
vin Kuhns. So when an effort was 
mode two years later to secure his re- 
lease no one offered the least obstruc- 
tion. On June 16,1886, Governor Gray 
paroled Kuhns, and he returned to his 
home in Noble county, but the outlaw 
spirit, which resulted from his taste of 
justice together with his ostracism by 
society, speedily developed all that was 
bad in him, and he was soon a full-fledg- 
ed desperado. 
When the executive 


heard how Kuhns was acting he immed- 
iately revoked his parole and ordered 
the warden to reinoaroerate him for the 
balance of his original sentence. Ac- 
cordingly Guard John Casey was sent 
over to Kuhn's home and strested him 
with little or no resistance. 


He was brought back on February 8, 


1887, and finally discharged on March 
13,1888. 
After his release Kuhna en 


tored upon a systematic career of crime, 
which was seldom interrupted by the 
authorities through fear of the desper- 
ado and his lieutenants, chief of whom 
was his brother, John. 


Old John Howell, the early pal of 


Knhns, is still a convict at the northern 
prison. After he had finished his seven 
years he was arrested at the gate and 
returned to Noble county, where he 
was given another year for a former 
crime. This was completed last May 
and the old thief was lost sight of until 
September 30 last, when he was brought 
up from Fountain county under the 
name John Wilson. He is now doing 
five years.

From all indications he had 
been dead several days, as decomposi- 
tion Lad »et in.

Another 
strsnge feature ol the ossa was the find* 
ing just back ol where the body lay ol a 
bottle nearly ftlledwith whisky. Young 
Lepper was strictly temperate and was 
never known to drink a drop, and his 
friends are unable to account lor the oir- 
cnmstanoe, and it may not be suicide 
after all. The ooroner-a verdict is that 
deceased came to his death by a pistol 
shot fired by bis own hand.
